W hether hearings will be resumed 
during the summer depends on the 
decision of Attorney General Stone 
regarding several witnesses the com­ 
mittee desires to hear. 
Stone will 
confer with the committee later to­ 
day. 
Evidence is wanted In connection 
with the checks of George Remus, 
millionaire 
Cincinnati 
bootlegger, 
now at Atlanta penitentiary. Remus’ 
testified that his chocks would show 
that he paid nearly $250,000 to Jess* 
Smith and "others.'' 
The committee 
wants to know 
who the "others" 
were. 
The LaFollette resolution author- 
izng a committee of the senate to sit 
during the summer and watch ex­ 
penditures in the presidential cam­ 
paign was adopted in 
the 
senate 
without a record vote. 
A committee of five was appointed, 
including 
Senator 
Borah, 
Idaho, 
chairman, Jones of W ashington, re­ 
publicans; 
Shlpatead, 
Minnesota, 
farmer-labor. Caraway. Kansas, and 
Bayard, Delaware, democrats. 
LaFollette last night moved that

And as the gavel falls, perhaps audi­ 
ble to the 13,000 delegates and visitors 
Jammed in the great auditorium, more 
than 1,000 trained writers and, for the 
first time in history, the radio will 
start reporting to the world another 
chapter In American political history. 
Cleveland today speeded to comple­ 
tion the last-minute preparations for 
the convention. 
The city put on a holiday garb. The 
downtown district was decked out in 
miles of red, white and blue hunting. 
Flags were flying from moat every 
lamp-post and building. 
Merchants had their store windows 
scoured and placed their newest stocks 
In pleasing array to catch the eye, for 
it is well known that with a national 
convention comes a deluge of gold. It 
is estimated that more than half a 
million dollars will be *pent here next 
week. 
Scores of venders counted their re­ 
newed stocks of novelties. 
Strange 
out-of-the-state 
faces 
thronged 
the 
streets—official-looking 
men, 
nonde­ 
script 
appearing 
men. 
handsomely 
gowned women, gaudily dressed, paint­ 
ed women, cripples and beggars. 
All 
were In town for the big show. 
Wet or Dry 
There was a wide variance today be­ 
tween the rumors of bootleggers and 
predictions of city officials that the 
convention will be "bone'' dry. 
Rumor said the city will be the wet­ 
test in history and that liquor in al­ 
most 
unlimited 
quantities 
will 
be 
available. 
Safety Director Edwin Harry still 
held to his forecast that the conven­ 
tion will he "the driest in history." 
Finishing touches in the decoration 
of Cleveland Pubic Hall, where the 
convention will be called to order next 
Tuesday, were being rushed today. 
The great audltorium—aimply an 
elongated bowl with a roof covering 
it, is draped outside and In with the 
national colors. 
The auditorium will 
scat more than 13,000. 
Sixth street, 
leading to the Public Hall, is a verit­ 
able arrh of flags and red, white and 
blue bunting. 
Inside the building the seats, rising 
one above the other in the stadium­ 
like oval structure, stand out in black 
relief amid festoons of national col­ 
ors. 
The Lighting Scheme 
The hall is lighted by 1,075 lamps 
of 200 watts each of white light, lo­ 
cated behind a field of glass panels in 
the ceiling 80 feet above the floor. 
More spectacular Is the scheme of 
colored lights. 
There are amber, red 
and 
blue 
lights 
behind 
the glass 
screens. 
All are under control of 
dimmer, so that a soft amber or bril­ 
liant red may diffuse the great cham­ 
ber. The lights are so arranged that 
a section of the hall may be blocked 
off in white light, a second section in 
red and a third in blue or amber. Or 
the colors may be combined to pro­ 
duce various tints and shades. 
Lights placed about 12 feet apart 
under the lower balconies illuminate 
the arena. 
A pipe organ of 10,000 pipes and 150

STREET-CAR 
EMPLOYEES VOTE 
TO WALK OUT ON NEXT 
TUESDAY

that will paralyse streot-car traffic 
beginning at midnight next Tuesday, 
the day the republican 
convention 
gets under way, was voted almost un­ 
animously by motormen and conduc­ 
tors of the Cleveland Railway com­ 
pany early today.

increase, with 15 minutes pay for 
making accident reports, which wa* 
awarded by a majority vote of an 
arbitration board.

CASE PROMISED 


GREATEST CONFLICT IN CHICA- 
GO’S CRIMINAL HISTORY 
WILL OPEN SOON 


NO ATTEMPT TO DEFEAT JUS­ 
TICE SAY PARENTS OF CON­ 
FESSED SLAYERS

Chicago, June 7 
Both state and 
defense in the trial of Nathan Iu*o- 
pold and Richard 
Lo«b, 
confessed 
slayers of 14-yeur-old Robert Franks, 
today were digging 
trench©* 
from 
which they are to stage tho greatest 
legal battle In 
Chicago's 
criminal 
history. 
While State’s Attorney Robert E. 
Crewe and his battery of aids wore 
preparing 
two 
"airtig h t" 
eases 
against the two young intellectual* 
one a charge of murder, the other 
of kidnaping for ransom, the par­ 
ent* of the two boy* mado a strong 
bid for public sympathy. 
Should Leopold and Loeb 
be 
ar 
quitted of the murder charge "or 
ev en be found ln*ane," the state will 
immediately demand a new trial on 
th e kidnaping Indictment, it was in 
dil ated at Crowe's office. 
Both char­ 
ge* carry death penalties. 
A brief statement, the first official 
word from the defense, 
was 
made 
public Inst night by the fathers of 
tho two boy*. 
The fathers, V lth iu 
L eopold, Sr., president of the Morris 
Duper Box Co., and Albert ll. Lo.'b. 
millionaire vice-president of Sears. 
Roebuck Ar Co., pledged themselves 
to make no attem pt to "defeat Jus 
tic©." 
The statement was issued, it was 
believed, as a defense against public 
Opinion throughout Chicago which 
has been keenly bitter against the 
two millionaires' sons who, "Just fir 
the fun of It,” they said, murdered 
young Franks. 
The cynical belief 
that the boys would escape the death 
sentence because 
of 
the 
million* 
spent, in their defense, has created 
sentiment against Leopold and Loeb,

T he second silhouette is th e bil­ 
lowy one with the sk irt trimmed with 
row after row of flounces or layer til­ 
ter layer of tulle. Soft, pastel shades 
are invariably used for such frocks, 
and yellow, rose, amethyst and pink 
are favorite colors.

It is doubtful if Brainerd tan ever lost the citUenahip of any 
woman who has been more potent in the constructive efforts for 
basic good citizenship than Mrs. W. H. Gemmell, who has just left 
Brainerd to establish her home in St. Paul, where she ma# p ro ­ 
vide a home for their three children now' in the University. 
Mrs. Gemmed is a woman of unusual ability and rare tact 
and has been fortunate in being situated so that she could give 
of herself to furthering those interest* so vital to the welfare of 
the community. 
Elected to the Briard of Education, she soon saw the need 
for social service and none wlil deny hor the credit of the major 
part she took in the securing of a health nurse and a welfare 
worker. 
She was not content with the establishment of thew* 
features of community service, hut rihe gave unsparing of her 
time in following the work to a successful conclusion. 
No problem was ever met by these workers but that Mrs. 
Gemmell took the time to learn all the details.and then gave just 
as much time as was necessary to assist in seeing that the best* 
thing w£s done for all concerned. 
Many times has she cancelled engagements and left her home 
duties to go to court to see that some wayward child was given 
every protection the law afforded, and further than that, that the 
child should be best directed so that its life might he made into a 
good citizen. 
This was not necessarily spectacular, as few ever 
knew of the great amount of time she gave to this constructive 
task. She did the work for the good of humanity and cared not 
for the credit. 
It is doubtful if Brainerd w ill soon again find a woman who 
can do the tasks Mrs. Gemmell did and who would so unselfishly 
give of her time to do them. 
Fortunately for Brainerd, Mr. 
Gemmell will spend most of his time in Brainerd, while the week­ 
ends will he spent with his family in St. Paul.

In his old age John Quincy Adams once replied to An inquiry 
about his health, “ I am all right. 
But the house in which I live 
is wearing out. 
I must soon he leaving it.”

Why not—rh the Physical Education Bill 
now' before Congress provides— make physical education in our 
schools a national necessity? Japan, France, England, Denmark, 
Holland, regard physical training as fundamental even to na­ 
tional existence. 
Modern conditions drive us all. 
John Quincy 
Adams would have to play in many a “Foursome” to live through 
a Presidential term. 
The physical unbuilding, now' needful to 
prepare the young to save the future for the world w'as never in 
men’s dreaming in the past. 
Improvement is practicable, 
In one school, a liny living the 
physical and mental life set for him, gained 40 pounds and 5 
inches in a single year. 
The intellectual average of one city’s 
public school children was advanced 9% in a year after physical, 
training was introduced. 
Schools where the mental and physical are matched reaffirm 
the words of Washington—‘‘Let us raise a standard to which the 
wise and honest can repair.” 
After all education ought to add 
unquestioning obedience to’physical upbuilding and mental train­ 
ing, to put in place of indecision, quick determination, to promote 
the spirit of ‘‘work together” by giving every growing mind the 
disposition to admit that no one knows it all.

The m ost spectacular lighting effect 
of the convention will he W ednesday 
evening, wjien the likeness of Presi 
dent Coolidge and Secretary of State 
Charles Hughes and other prom inent 
Republic ans will be flashed across the 
sky over the city by fireworks. 
Lavish Use of Radia 
More people will see, hear and read 
about the convention than any con­ 
vention in history. 
Hundreds of tele­ 
graph wires have been strung into 
Public H all for the use of new spa­ 
pers and press associations. 
Fifty 
telephone booths have been installed. 
S. C. Moule, division superintendent 
of the local telephone company, said 
the wire system is the most elaborate 
in the history of political conventions. 
For the first time the convention 
will be broadcast by radio. 
Conven­ 
tion proceedings will be broadcast by 
three Cleveland stations directly, and 
by a dozen other stations in other 
parts of the country through continu­ 
ous long distance service telephone 
from the convention hall to the radio 
instrum ents. 
It is estimated th at 20,- 
000,000 persons will “listen in” on the 
convention. 
Then also for the first time the new 
system of sending photographs by tel­ 
egraph wire by means of recently per­ 
fected instrum ents will be used com­ 
m ercially by the American Telegraph 
and Telephone Co. 
Thus it will be 
possible for a newspaper -hundreds of 
miles distant to procure and publish 
a picture of the convention the same 
day the picture is snapped in Cleve­ 
land. 
The system was tried out sev­ 
eral weeks ago. 
Hundreds of loud-speaker reproduc­ 
ers will carry all the speeches before 
the convention to roped-off spaces out­ 
side the building, where accommoda­ 
tions for 50.000 persons have been a r­ 
ranged.

New York, Juno 7.—With only one outstanding fighter of class, (lie Amer­ 
ican Olympic boxing team is not as formidable as the squad that went to 
Antwerp In 1920. Nearly all of the good amateur boxers that ware developed 
since the Antwerp games turned professional, and left the class in a rather 
emaciated condition. 
Eddie Eagen, former captain of the Yale boxing team, now a Rhodes 
scholar at Oxford, is the only outstanding boxer on the team. 
He is not only 
the best of the American amateurs, but he is about the beat in the world. 
Eagen, who was appointed to the team without qualifying, may be started in 
both the lightweight and heavyweight classes, and fie bas a fine chance to 
win the championship in both classes. 
The American team won only two championships in tile last Olympic 
boxing matches. 
Frank de Oennaro, who is now one of the headliners of tin* 
professional ring under (lie name of Honalo, won the flyweight championship, 
and Sam Mossberg won the lightweight title. 
Bill Sp on gier, boxing instructor at tile New York p o lice school, had the 
heavyweight championship practically sewed up, but he had the bad luck to 
break his hand in his semi-final round and he was forced to default. 
The Zivie brothers were headliners of the 1920 team, but they have 
turned professionals. 
Jack Zivic is one of the outstanding fighters in th* 
lightweight class, and if Benny Leonard makes good his threat to retire at 
the end of the season, Zivic may be able to grab the title. 
Eddie Eagen, and Harry Mallin, the Britisher, who won the middleweight 
championship at Antwerp, will be the only two 1920 champions to defend 
their titles. 
Mallin is one of the best amateurs in Europe and he is almost 
-certain to retain his title. 
Eagen holds the British intercollegiate light heavyweight and heavyweight 
championships. 
Ile is one of the best fighters in the ring, having a heavy 
punch and a lot of boxing skill. 
He could make good in th*1 professiona 
ring, but he has ambitions to become a lawyer, and he is working his way 
through college.

UNIVERSITY’S STUDY OF STEELE 
COUNTY GROUP ANALYZED 
BY FARM EXPERT 
With an average of 53 cents p* r 
pound paid for butterfat 
in 
1923, 
dairymen on 21 
fanns 
in 
Steele 
county, constituting a cost of pro­ 
duction routes maintained year by 
year by farm management division 
experts of the University of Minne­ 
sota, received an average wrage of 
37 cents per hour for their labor on 
cows. 
One farm er received as much 
as 68 cents an hour while the low 
man received but 8 cents an hour. 
But lintier the recent heavy impor­ 
tations of butter into this country 
importations made possible in spite 
of the tariff because of the differ­ 
ence in rates of exchange 
the prie • 
of butterfat was around 40 cents, 
which cuts tile average labor income 
on cows of the 21 
Steele 
county 
dairymen to 18 cents an hour. 
With 
a drop to 35 cents a pound of b utter­ 
fat, the average wage per hour for 
labor on cows would amount to only 
l l cents. 
However, the efficient dairyman, 
as typified by one 
farmer 
of 
tha 
Steele county group who received as 
high as 68 cents an hour for his la 
fat prices with considerable equan 
bor on cows, can view lower butter 
Unity, us pointed out by George A 
Pond of tile farm management group 
at University Farm. 
The 
farmer 
who in 1923 received 68 cents per 
hour for his labor spent on cows 
would receive 42 cents an hour with 
butterfat a t 40 cents a pound and 
32 cents with butterfat at 35 cents. 
‘In other words,” 
says 
Professor 
Pond, “ the farmer whose costs are 
at or above the average of the 21 
Steele county dairymen must adopt 
methods for lowering his costs. Oth­ 
erwise a lower price level for butter 
fat, such as persons think is indi 
outed by the recent rapid decline, 
will reduce his returns to a point 
where he not only cannot afford to 
hire labor to milk cows, but must ac­ 
cept a low return for his own time 
so spent.” 
Many interestihg facts are brought 
out by Professor Pond’s investiga­ 
tion. 
The average butterfat produc 
tion per cow oh the 21 farm s in 
1923 was 211 pounds, the range be 
ing 154 to 297 pounds. 
The aver 
ago cost per poiifid of butterfat was 
2 cents. 
The average cost per IOO 
pounds of 3.5 per cent 
milk 
wa-, 
1.77. 
The man labor per cow d u r­ 
ing the year averaged 149 hours, the 
range being from 84 hours, the low­ 
est, to 272 hours, the highest. 
The 
range in the amount of feed used was 
also marked. 
“In interpreting these figures ii 
should be noted that these herds pro­ 
duced at least 40 per cent more bu t­ 
terfat per cow than the average Cow 
in the state,” says Professor Pond. 
They are fairly well 
bred 
dairy 
cows handled by dairymen of much 
more than average experience and 
ibility. 
Most of theta farmers have 
been 
keeping 
corftplete 
farm 
ac­ 
counts for several ye dr it 
W ith these 
records as a guide th e y n a v e weeded 
out their low producers. 
They have 
increased their production by breed­ 
ing and selection and by better feed­ 
ing including the use of more alfalfa 
and clover in the place of wild hay 
and corn stover. 
They have lowered 
their feed bill by substituting cheap 
home grown feeds for high priced 
commercial feeds. The average pro­ 
duction of these herds has increased 
44 pounds of butterfat per cow' in 
three years with an increase of less 
than $5 in the feed cost per cow and 
an actual decrease of 22 hours of 
man labor per cow.

therefore, represent a fairly efficient 
standard of production that may be
